but tho proposal of o trifling discount of* 
ton per cent. for the your 1893 is ysing to 
mako tho people of the Colony exceedingly 
angry. They willbe more angry because, 
while £10,000 of raduation is to be allowed 
hem, with one hand, tho Imporial Goyero- 
ment, with the othor hand, is ta take from 
them, during 1895, twice £10,000 for bar- 
rack buildings. Thuawo eny that, if the 
1806 reduction had been £20,000, the 
Golony, while not acquicscing conteniedly, 
might have been contant to lot the matter 
pass; but the proposal to make such a 
trifling reduction as £10,U00 will croate 
more annoyance ‘than if no reduction had: 
been mado as all. 

As regards the presen’ year (1894) three 
consecutive quarters havo been paid at the 
rate of £20,000 cach, ao that it remaina to 
pay only the sum of £5,000. But the sav- 
ing in the Colonial estimates for 1894 will 
not be graat, because the whole uf tho 
£100,000 was provivusly entered at tho 
exchaaya of 2/44, while a largo part of tho 
sam wes paid at 2/2 As o conseyvencs, 
the actual saving in the Colonial estimates, 
in doflare, will onty be about $115,000. As 
regarda 1995, it hag to bs remembered that 
the Government eatimated for a deficit of 
$233,000. ‘This trifling reduction of ten 
per cent. for the year 1895 will atill leave 
the Qolany a deficit of $140,000. In a 
word, the communication from the Home 
Governmect is exceedinuly disappointing, 
and will be rogarded aa exceedingly mean. 

Tt will become the duty of the unofficial 


Yoembers to make emphatic prateat whea 
they are voting the balance of the sum to 
complete the present year’s payment, By 
emphatic protest we do not mean that the 
unoflicint members shall do anything violent 
or ridienlous. What thay have to do is to 
make it perfectly clear that the people 
living in this Colony aro bitterly dissatis- 
fied «ith the decision uf the Home Govern- 
ment, and that the Colony will continue to 
remonstrate, to argue, and to address the 
Houses of Parliament.—Straits Times. 


ANOTHER PIRACY CASE NEAR 
SUNGAPORE. 
REPORTED LOSs OF FOUR LIVES, 

Apother very serious case of piracy came 
to tho notice of the palics an Saturday, the 
6th inst., when a Chinese twakow return- 
ad to Ningapore with only one survivor out 
of five souls, who left in her on Frid sy last, 
bound to one of the Dutch islands in the 
immediate neighbourhood. If the etate- 
ment of the survivor, who is a Chinaman 
and a momber of the crew, is to be 
belived, the twakow was attacked by four 
Malays in acoleh, only a few wiles away 
from Singapore. The Malays, four in 
number, made a savaga attack with parangs 
on the people on board ; and, after wonnd- 
ing them, they threw the people overboard. 
Two bodies, of a Chinaman and China- 
woman, were washed ashore at Tanjong 
Katong on Saturday afternoon, The 
police are busy protocuting enquiries, but 
go far na trace of the Malnys haa been 
found. . 

It would appear from tho atory of the 
survivor that the amail Chiness cargo boat 
or twakow, mannod by 4 crew of two 
Chinese, left Tanjong Rhu st 9 o'clock on 
the evoning of Fridy, the 6th instant. 
There were als> on beard threo passengers, 
one of whom waa a woman and all being 
Qhinese. The twakow carried a mixed 
curgo for Paulo Nungeah, an island juet 
opposile Taosh Merah, in Dutch territory. 
Tho bent had got about half way between 
Singapore and Pulo Nuogsah. There was | 


-| a very light, almost impereeptible, wind, no 


moon, and a dark night. The boat waa 
really being drifted by the tide. Apparent- 
ly-all on board were asleep except the man 
at the helm. All was quiet. Suddenly a 
Malay coleh ran aloncside and out <f bor 
jumped some Malays, These Malaya at 
once attacked the steeraman and the men 
who wera sleeping forward. They hacked 
the people about with parangs and then 
pitched them overboad. One of thw crew, 
named Tan Ah Chow, who was lying asleep 
on a coat astern, wos avaloned by the noise 
and, saeing what was going forward, he 
alid overbuard at the etern, and remained 
under the counter clinging to the rudder 
iron for support. He remained there for 
some time and then he saw tho coleh being 
hauled alongaide the twakow, and four 
Malayo get into it, The Malaya soon de 
parted and went io the direotion vf Pulo 
Sambu, vext to The Sisters, which ia only 
fourteen milea distant from Jobnatoa Pior, 
in Datch territory. Tan Ah Chow got on 
board again and found that the twakow hid 
been ransacked: five bags of rice, some 
bundles of tobaccu, some tina of bincuita, 
and more of the cargo had been taken awey, 
No other pergon was on board, dead or 
alive. Tan Ah Chow drifted about in the 
teakow till noon the next day. Ie should 
bo noted, however, that the pirates had 
cut down the sail, for, when Tan Ah Ohow 
Jeft for his hiding place, the sail was 
all right, bat when he returned on beard 
he found a portion of the gear 
had been cat away. At noon the following 
day Tan Ah Chow fell in with a pukat, or 
Chinese fishing boat, manned by five men. 
He bailed them and asked them for assist- 
snes; and by their aid the twakew was 
brought back te Singapore, arriving off 
Tanjong-Rhu at § o'clock on Maturday after- 
noon, Later on thatsume day, two dead 
bodies wre cast ashore at Tanjong Katong 
—a Chirfaman and aChinawoman. These 
have been identified as being two of those 
who were on board the unfortunste twa- 
iow. Tho man had a nesty gash on the 
head, but the weman had no marks of 
personal violence. It is probable thatshe 
}jumpéd overboard, as hor arms wore on- 
tangled in her kabayah. Apart from that, 
however, when her body was fonnd it had 
on a pair of gold cartings, and three gold 
roodhen, An inquest on the bodies waa 
opened yesterday and adjourned.—Straity 
Times. .

The ‘first place ia the Cosmopolitan in. 
given to an illuatvated articlo by N. BE. W. 
Sherwood on ' Beauty.’ Tho writer, after 
reniarking that tosuty haa Jone miuch to 
distorb the oighteen Obristian centurics, 
and that not evan dynamite has done mors 
to disintegrate and to destroy this ithmense 
power, proceeds to, demribe the famous 
beaution of:the old masters and of modern 
painters. Having dono this, we are assured 
that the ‘oombination.of all beauty of all 
the ages is now soen in tho American 
woman, who is, curiously enoush, a com- 
posite photograph of all these various 
types,’ apparently for the following rea- 
sans :~ . 

Wo have proserved the Puritan model, 
tho bewutiful and lovable woman in the 
cold, remorseless Plymouth Rock Iand- 
scape of Boughton and Hawthorne, Wo 
Gnd neither foolish sports, pagan imagory, 
radiant plenaure, nor brilliant oavaliors in 
thuso immortal werks ; but a girl walks by 
the sad soa-waves who isall thege, and more, 
Sho fills the calm Now England moadow 
with her youth and delicious beauty. The 
silonce, the cold, the renuacistion, the uelf- 
discipline, the joylessness, the auconquer- 
ablo will of the Puritan is there, but he 
cannot banish the beauty. Peiscills ex- 
tends hor white hand, eaying, ‘Why don’t 
you speak for yourself, Joho P and Arcadia 
comes again. 

It is now, fortunately, tha fushion to 
allow girls to live ia the goon air, to play 
games which were forniorly called hoy- 
douish, to trai themselves through gym- 
nastics vith ascivutific attention and re- 
gularity. They may take aa pouch exercise 
as they like, and they can ride *crosa- 
country. ‘They stand straight on their feet 
hike aoldiers, without their stiffness, and 
they have fallon instinctively into a style 
of dress which recognises the place of the 
waigt in the bomen figure. The beauty of 
to-day does not tie her waist-belt five in- 
chos too tight; abe nesds all her muscles 
for lawn-tennis, and sha does not overtax 
hor spine. The doctors have eut off the 
heels of bor slippers, and her pretty foot 
hos its chance. We need to take no credit 
to ourselves for the beauty of our wamon— 
we need not plume ourselves on this 
gratifying fact. We can only legitimately 
be grateful for this accident of race or te 
mixtors of races, climate, we do not know 
what. The fact remains, and we can only 
hops that good living and high thinking 
may coutinae to resnlt insthe beauty of 


woman. 
MAX URELL IN AYSTRALYA. 

M. Paul Blouvet, the geafil bumourist 
eritic who makes it hia special buaineas (o 
toll us how ‘Joba Bull and His Island’ 
strikes out foreign visitors, has contributed 
to the Revue de: Paris that portion of his 
forthcoming bo k, ‘John Boll and Co,," 
doaling with the Australian colonien. 

Max O’Rell, during his late lectuting 
tour round the world, doas not seem to 
have lost bis time ; aod hia criticisms, both 
kindly and severe, are thore of a shrewd 
observer anxious to discover the secret of 
auceeasfulculoniaation ; and althoug! he does 
not say so inas many words, bo evidently 
considera Auatralis superior in-many things 
ta the United Statea. 

He gives an attractive picture of the co- 
lonial cities, with their fine pu blic buildings, 
large patks, and neat rows of pleasant 
homes, where you might easily imagine 
yourself, he says, in some forgotten corner 
of far-away England ; the more co—and of 
thie the French writer can scarcely be said 
tn approve -that our Austwalian cousins 
have remained faithful to the roast beef, 
boiled putatoea, and plum guddings of the 
mother country ; for Maz O’Keli hoped ta 
fod on an aAustraliin bill of fare stewed 
kangaroo, roast ecockatcos, and boiled 
opossum. He laments the Australian abuse 
of tea, and points out that, did they but 
know it, the colony might heoome aa great 
a wine-deinking country as France or Italy. 
Like most of those who visit Australia, 
M. Blouet laments the class of immigrant 
uwho Bands his way there, and biots that the 
colony might baves very diffrent future if a 
few thousond aber, hard-working French 


peasants could be suddenly planted therein. 
the workman, according to Max O’Roll, is 
the real sovercign ond master of Australia, 
but of this sovereign the French travelier 
gives but a poor account, ‘The Austra- 
lian) workman ig au idlez, a drunkard, 
whore hfe is apent ina perpelual holiday, 
and who cares nothing about the advance. 
ment of hia conntry. Le will leave the 
best paid work to attond a raco a hundred 
wiles from home. He is without technical 
kuowledgs, aud becomes turn and turn 
abuut a carpenter, & lockamith, | mason, 
aunardener, a waggener, @ shearer, and 
even a schoolmaster.’ Again. ‘If Auatra- 
ha were peopled with intelligent and labo. 
rious tillera of the avil, she might become 
iu time the granary of the world ;’ and he 
paya a just tribute to the German, Swa- 
dish, and Chinese settlers. 

M:x O’Rell considers that the Australian 
bas the gayest and brightest ature of any 
of the English colonists, but he evidently 
believes that the whole Aystralian popula 
tion in given over ta the demon of gamb- 
ling, and remarka thera is no corner of the 
Bush where a keen aud practical interest is 
not taken io the result of that Australian 
Derby, the Melbuarne Cup. 

The author of ‘John Bull and His 
Island’ compares Australian amusements 
very favourably with those of the Old 
World, and givea en passant 8 well-merited 
reproach to thu Parisian placeg of amuse: 
ment where alinos} every step is made the 
excuse for 4 tip or extortionate fee. In 
the same article M. Gloust touches on 
several of the probleme affecting the Em. 
pire, and alludes ta tha great part played 
bp Mr Cecil Rhodes in South Africa, 
These faw pages dincover their author in a 
someon hat new light—that of-3 thonghtfal 
student of contemporary history and a 
singulasly impartial observer.

‘rian, and Addiscombe haa not weited long 
fora like honour, Colonel Vibart’s book 
about the more famoug military college, 
whioh Jay beteweon the thriving town of 
Croydon and the pretty; sedate little village 
of Addington, among the Surrey Hilla, ip a 
volume of amall literary protonsions, yet one 
of considerable interest, Though it forms a 
substantiul little quarto, it ia not # book of 
annalsor a formal chronicle, but rather a 
series of biographical anecdotes. Subjects 
worthy of the biographer's attention have 
not lagked, rather has the outhor euffered 
embarrassment from a superabandance of 
material; for the registers of Addiscombe 
are illumined on every page with uames of 
uen who are associated with the military 
and administrative story of our Indian Em- 
pire. Lord Roberts of Kandahar testifies 
his sympathy with Colonol Vibart’s project 
by contributing an introduction, and other 
ald Addincombe cadets or members of thoir 
families have lent aid in the form of reminis- 
cones and traditions, as wall asof portraite 
and sketohes, which will awaken ploasing as- 
sociations in the mind of many ao old Anglo- 
Indian reader. ‘Wemuat all? (soya Lord 
Roberts) ‘ feel proud of baving belonged toa 
sohool which baa sent forth such men as 
Henry Lawrenoa, Eldred Pottinger, Arthur 
Cotton, Proby Cautley, Robert Napier, 
Henry Durand, John Jacob, Baird Smith, 
Harry Tombs, Heary Yule, aod many others 
—not only soldiers, but administrators—who 
(broughoat their glorious oareers did their 
duty with that singlenesa of heart and 
honesty of purpose for which the Anglo- 
Indian official is eo justly conspicuous aad 
which have gained for Eaghishmen the ras- 
peot and cunfidence of the people of India.’

For a year or two the Charterhouse boy spent
